Wal-Mart Ushers in Healthier Era 


First lady champions 
grocer’s plans to cut 
food’s sodium, prices 


Washington 

Wal-Mart, the nation’s largest gro- 
cer, says it will reformulate thou- 
sands of products to make them 
healthier and push its suppliers 
to do the same, joining first lady 
Michelle Obama’s effort to combat 
childhood obesity. 

The first lady accompanied 
Wal-Mart executives Thursday 
as they announced the effort in 
Washington. The company plans 
to reduce sodium and added sug- 
ars in some items, build stores in 
poor areas that don’t already have 
grocery stores, reduce prices on 
produce and develop a logo for 
healthier items. 

“No family should have to 
choose between food that is 
healthier for them and food they 
can afford,” said Bill Simon, pres- 
ident and CEO of Wal-Mart’s U.S. 
division.

Slashing Salt 

Wal-Mart plans to reduce sodium by a quarter and 
cut added sugars in some of its private label products 
by 2015. Wal-Mart will concentrate on such products 
as lunch meats, fruit juices and salad dressings, which 
contain high levels of sugar or sodium that consumers 
are often unaware of. Bumble Bee Foods, General Mills 
Inc., Campbell Soup Co., PepsiCo Inc. and Kraft Foods

Chinese President Hu Jintao called 
Thursday for deeper engagement 
with the United States on a broad 
range of issues, warning that only 
by working together in some areas 
and respecting national differences 
in others will the two nations avoid 
friction in the years ahead. 

“It is fair to say our two coun- 
tries have never enjoyed such broad 
common interests and shouldered 
such important common responsi- 
bilities as we do today,” Hu said to 
hundreds of industry leaders, lob- 
byists and diplomats. 

His luncheon talk followed 
closed-door sessions with mem- 
bers of Congress, where he drew 
criticism for his country’s human 
rights and other policies a day after 
President Obama had expressed 


similar rights concerns. 

Hu echoed his Wednesday 
admission that China has work to 
do in making room for greater civil 
liberties in its development model, 
which administration officials have 
praised for lifting hundreds of mil- 
lions of Chinese out of poverty over 
the past decade. 

“We still have a long way to 
go before we achieve our national 
development goals,” Hu said. 

Hu also assured Americans that 
China would not engage in an arms 
race with the United States, pose a 


military threat to any country or 
pursue expansionism. 

Hu said China intended to 
“develop a socialist democracy.” 

The 68-year-old leader listed 
several proposals for broadening 
U.S.-China relations, including the 
exchanges of students, scientists 
and cultural leaders that Obama 
has also sought to expand. 

He said the exchanges were par- 
ticularly important to promote bet- 
ter understanding among young 
Americans and Chinese, (ap/the

Car Bombs Kill 51 in Attack on Iraqi Pilgrims 



Suicide blasts wound 
at least 180 in third 
straight day of strikes 

Baghdad 

Three suicide car bombers struck 
Shiite pilgrims south of Baghdad 
on Thursday, killing at least 51 peo- 
ple and wounding more than 180 
in a third straight day of attacks 
across Iraq. 

The string of assaults, reminis- 
cent of the bloodiest days of the 
Iraq war, shattered a two-month 
lull and presented a major chal- 
lenge to the new government of 
Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki, 
who must soon decide whether to 


ask U.S. forces to stay after the end 
of the year. 

Thursday’s attacks were par- 
ticularly significant because most 


of the victims were Shiite civil- 
ians, the government’s core con- 
stituency. A lawmaker allied with 
anti-American cleric Muqtada al- 


Sadr, whose support for al-Mali- 
ki was crucial in enabling him to 
remain prime minister, accused 
government security forces of “not 
acting in a professional manner” 
to protect the pilgrims. 

“I expect the attacks will con- 
tinue ... due to the negligence of 
the security forces,” said lawmak- 
er Hakim al-Zamili. 

The dead included a dozen 
Iraqi soldiers and policemen, and 
an undisclosed number of women 
and children, officials said. 

No group claimed responsibili- 
ty, but suicide attacks are the trade- 
mark of the Islamic State of Iraq, 
an al-Qaeda front group believed 
to be made up mostly of Sunni reli-

FBI Busts 
In on Mob 

Record sweep along the East Coast 
nets 127 suspected mafia members 


New York 

Federal and state agents began 
arresting nearly 130 reputed mafia 
members from seven East Coast 
organized crime families Thurs- 
day, the largest coordinated arrest 
in the FBFs quarter-century crack- 
down on La Cosa Nostra, the Jus- 
tice Department said. 

More than 800 law enforcement 
officers participated in the predawn 
raids in New York City, New Jer- 
sey and New England, arresting 
more than 110 people charged with 
crimes including murder, loan- 
sharking, extortion and labor rack- 
eteering. A total of 127 people have 
been charged, including alleged 
high-ranking members from some 
of the five New York City-based 
families, officials said. 

Federal officials said the scope 
and severity of the charges — which 
covered several alleged mob hits 
from the 1980s and 1990s and a 
2002 murder in Queens, N.Y. — 
showed that the mafia, also called 
La Cosa Nostra, is to some extent 
unbowed by a continuing law 
enforcement crackdown. 

“The notion that today’s mob 
families are more genteel and less 
violent than in the past is put to lie 
by the charges contained in the 
indictments unsealed today,” said 
Janice Fedarcyk, assistant director 


How They Got ’Em 

The FBI has gained a recent advan- 
tage by cultivating a crop of mob fig- 
ures willing to wear wires and testi- 
fy against gangsters in exchange for 
leniency in their own cases. In the 
latest cases, authorities say turn- 
coats recorded thousands of con- 
versations of suspected mobsters. 
Investigators also tapped their 
phones. “The vow of silence that is 
part of the oath of omerta is more 
myth than reality today," said Jan- 
ice Fedarcyk, head of the FBI’s New 
York office, (ap) 

in charge of the FBI’s New York 
field office. “Even more of a myth 
is the notion that the mob is a thing 
of the past, that La Cosa Nostra is 
a shadow of its former self.” 

But experts on the mafia said 
the FBI’s own success has severely 
weakened the traditional organized 
crime families, whose members 
have been paraded off to prison 
in large numbers since the mid- 
1980s. Thursday’s raids were the 
latest in a series of mass arrests, a 
tactic that has become increasing- 
ly popular in recent years.

a very, very long time,” said Jay 
Albanese, a Virginia Common- 
wealth University professor who 
studies organized crime. He said 
roughly 7,000 to 8,000 organized 
crime figures have been convict- 
ed nationwide since the first major 
racketeering indictments against 
the mob in the mid-1980s. 

In sheer numbers, Thursday’s 
takedown eclipsed those from a 
highly publicized assault on the 
Gambino crime family in 2008, 
when authorities rounded up 62 
suspects. All but one of the arrests 
resulted in guilty pleas. 

Albanese said federal author- 
ities like to announce numerous 
charges on the same day partly 
because “it’s a much bigger news 
event.” Attorney General Eric H. 
Holder Jr. traveled to New York to 
announce Thursday’s arrests at a 
Brooklyn news conference. 

“Members and associates of 
La Cosa Nostra are among the 
most dangerous criminals in our 
country,” Holder said at the press 
event. “The very oath of allegiance 
sworn by these mafia members 
during their initiation ceremo- 
ny binds them to a life of crime.”

A Sickening Sight 

Yes, being around sniffling riders does up your odds of oatohing a cold 


You can never predict what a 
January Metro ride will bring 
except for the presence 
of at least one fellow travel- 
er hacking into a wad of damp 
tissues that’s also being used 
to mop up the pools of mucus 
that keep forming under his 
or her nose. If you worry that 
being in close quarters with 
such a sniffler could pose a 
threat to your health, well, 
you’re right. 

A new study conducted at the Uni- 
versity of Nottingham found that 
people who’d hopped on a bus or 
trolley in the previous five days 
were six times more likely to show 
up at a doctor’s office with an acute 
respiratory infection. Occasional 
riders seemed to have a higher risk 
than regular commuters, perhaps 
because they hadn’t experienced 
the repeated exposure that can 
provide some immunity. Although 
researchers cautioned that this was 
a small, exploratory study, and no 
one completely understands how 
public transit ridership contrib- 
utes to the spread of illness, it’s 
a reminder to all straphangers to 
practice healthy hygiene. 

That, of course, starts with get- 
ting the flu vaccine, says Carolyn 
Bridges, an epidemiologist who’s 
the associate director for science 
in the CDC’s influenza division. 
It’s not too late, and needle-phobes 
can always opt for the nasal spray. 
It’s also a one-shot deal, unlike the 


other steps she suggests, which 
require being constantly conscien- 
tious. Those include not touching 
your face, washing your hands fre- 
quently (or at least using an alco- 
hol-based sanitizer) and avoiding 
face-to-face contact with cough- 
ers and sneezers. “Certainly, if you 
see someone who’s ill, move away,” 
she cautions. 

The other tricks some folks have 
developed to ward away germs 
aren’t as foolproof as they would 
probably like to believe. Leaving 
your gloves on for the ride will 
keep the droplets of doom away 
from your hands, but not neces- 
sarily your eyes, mouth and nose if 
you unconsciously touch your face. 


And subway surfing — attempt- 
ing to go for a ride without mak- 
ing contact with anything but your 
feet — is dangerous for other rea- 
sons. “For safety purposes, I rec- 
ommend you hold on,” says Lar- 
issa May, an assistant professor of 
emergency medicine at GW, who 
adds that although passengers don’t 
have control over how often Metro 
wipes down the inside of train cars, 
you can scrub other surfaces that 
might have picked up some ick, 
including your cell phone. 

But if you take all of these pre- 
cautions and still end up with a 
sore throat and leaky nose, the only 
advice you need to heed is this: Stay 
home.

Gulet Mohamed, a 19 -year-old 
U.S. citizen from Alexandria, was 
detained in Kuwait last month at 
the behest of the United States, 


according to his attorneys. They 
allege that Mohamed was beaten 
by Kuwait officials who questioned 
him about his travels in Yemen and 
Somalia after he left the United 
States in March 2009. 

Mohamed’s family said he went 
overseas to study Arabic and Islam, 
stayed only a few weeks in Yemen, 
and then lived with relatives in both 
Somalia and Kuwait. They said he 
has no connections with extrem- 
ists. (THE WASHINGTON POST)

The NFL can’t be upset with so 
many upsets in the playoffs. 

What better evidence is needed 
that the “anybody can win at any 
time” mantra is accurate when two 
No. 6 seeds are in the conference 
championship games? And nobody 
would be shocked to see both the 
Green Bay Packers and New York 
Jets in the Super Bowl. 

Indeed, the wild-card Packers 
are favored to win Sunday’s NFC 
title game at Soldier Field, home 
of the champions of their division, 
the Chicago Bears. 

* We Don’t Like Each Other’ 

The Bears beat the Packers 20-17 
in Week 3, a horrendous perfor- 
mance in which Green Bay set a 
team record with 18 penalties — and 
barely lost. The Packers won 10-3 at 
Lambeau Field in the season finale 
to clinch their wild-card spot. 

So, don’t expect the Bears (12-5) 
to treat the Packers (12-6) like some 
rank outsider standing in their way. 
Not with all that history accom- 
panying the longest rivalry in pro 
football. Not with the way Green 
Bay’s defense has stymied two of 
the league’s best offenses the last 
two weeks, or the way quarterback 
Aaron Rodgers is playing. 

Bears coach Lovie Smith expects

With Arenas gone, and Antawn 
Jamison and Caron Butler dealt 
away last season, the Wizards were 
left with a void in the go-to scor- 
er department for the first time in 
nearly a decade. 

The addition of Rashard Lewis 
in the Arenas trade gave Wash- 


ington a quality spot-up shooter 
for rookie point guard John Wall 
to find, but not necessarily a play- 
er like Young, who can set up for 
a catch-and-shoot opportunity one 
possession and then relieve the 
pressure by creating his own shot 
the next time down the floor. 

That versatility has made him 
a mainstay in Saunders’ new rota- 
tion. Young, who started the sea- 
son with a string of single-dig- 
it scoring performances offjrhe 
bench, has now played at lea^ 30 
minutes in 18 of Washington’s last 
20 games. 

“I always look for him at every 
game,” Wall said. “He does a great 
job of boosting our energy when he 
gets going.” eric brandner

If Hermes is the holy grail of lux- 
ury retail, Koto Bolofo is its chosen 
keeper. A brief meeting between the 
photog and Jean-Louis Dumas, the 
late chief executive of the French 
fashion house, spurred Bolofo’s 
four-year visual journey through 
the Parisian atelier. From Bir- 
kin bags to Parisian silk scarves, 
the 11-volume “La Maison” ($125, 
Steidl) captures the mystique of 
the iconic brand. 

How long have you been photo- 
graphing Hermes? 

For the last 16 years. I started work- 
ing on Le Monde d’Hermes, their 
in-house magazine. 

Why did you want to chronicle the 
House of Hermes? 

I was kind of fed up with the Le 
Monde d’Hermes. It was always 


the same finished product. I put 
my neck on the line and made 
an appointment with Jean-Lou- 
is Dumas about eight years ago. I 
explained my feelings to him. 

Why were you allowed to photo- 
graph the secrets of Hermes? 

During the appointment, he stopped 
me and asked, “Koto, where do you 
come from?” I told him South Afri- 
ca, and he asked, “What part?” I’m 
thinking, he’s on a tangent and 
about to ask me to see myself to 
the door. I told him Lesotho, and 
he said, “You must be the Basuto 
tribe,” and he pronounced it so well. 
It turned out that his great-great- 
great-grandfather was a mission- 
ary in Lesotho, and when the Zulu 
tribe would attack him, the Basuto 
would protect him. He said, “That 
makes you a cousin of mine!” 


So, you were welcomed into the 
Hermes family? 

He called all his delegates into his 
office and said, “I want to introduce 
you to my cousin. Koto Bolofo. He’s 
the only one who can call me Jean- 
Louis. He wants to photograph the 
secret behind Hermes. I give him 
carte blanche!” It was comical, but 
he had such a vision, too. 


“Like a fly on 
the wall, I was 
photographing 
how to make a bag, 
how to compose 
perfume.” 


And what was the vision? 

Well, you can guard a secret, and 
it becomes banal. Dumas allowed 
me to photograph the workshops, 
the entire establishment of Hermes 
in secret. So, like a fly on the wall, 
I was photographing how to make 
a Kelly bag, how to compose per- 
fume and even the gardener. 
Everything. 

What does the book convey? 

The raw luxury in Hermes. We use 
the word “luxury” very flippantly 
these days. I wanted to show what 
it’s really like to see the stitching of 
a Kelly bag. To see the fabrication of 
leather, the analysis of detail. 

Was there anything you learned 
about Hermes that was really 
surprising? 

The specialties department. They 
make anything custom to order. For 
example, a guy came in from Africa 
who had just shot a crocodile. He 
came in with the skin and it reeked, 
but he wanted his bag made out of 
the crocodile that he shot. They 
made a tiny teddy bear for Brigitte 
Bardot and a bridle made of plati- 
num for a sheik. It’s sort of wacky.

Jim Sturgess, Ed Harris, Saoirse Ronan and Colin Farrell comforted them- 
selves with thoughts of shooting in the Moroccan desert while enduring the 
freezing temperatures of Bulgaria for the first half of production on “The Way 
Back." Yet, the cast found the desert heat even more distressing than the Bal- 
kan cold. Sturgess came down with food poisoning at one point, and Harris 
nearly fainted during one particularly grueling scene shot in the desert. The 
veteran actor had to take a break from hauling a heavy sled filled with sup- 
plies up a tall sand dune before getting back to work. “I had to lay down for a 
couple of hours because I was about to go away," Harris recalls. Still, he says 
he wouldn’t have traded the experience for anything. “The more difficult it 
was, the more fun it was in some bizarre way," Harris says. “It was truer to the

Improbably Compelling 



Desperate prisoners 
flee a Soviet gulag to 
India in a supposedly 
true tale of survival

“It’s not our guns or wire or dogs that 
form your prison. Siberia is your pris- 
on ” a Soviet official proclaims to a 
miserable collection of prisoners new 
to the gulag, in Peter Weir’s histori- 
cally dubious but dramatically com- 
pelling story of escape and endur- 
ance, “The Way Back.” The official 
points at the windswept, snowy for- 
ests that surround the camp. “Nature 
is your jailer,” he continues, “and she 
is without mercy.” 

But in 1940, one of those prison- 
ers, Janusz Qim Sturgess), leads an 
improbable escape from the remote 
prison, 4,000 miles on foot from 
Siberia to India. How improbable? 
You’d never believe it if it weren’t 
for the movie’s assurances that it’s 
based on a true story. And since

those assurances are suspect — 
at best, “The Way Back” is based 
on Slavomir Rawicz’s discredit- 
ed memoir “The Long Walk” — it 
may be just a little too improbable. 
Weir’s movie is superbly made, but 
its fancy-dancing around history 
gives a hint of inauthenticity to a 
film that otherwise thrives on its 
reverence for historical detail. 

Janusz and his fellow prisoners 
must endure the cold, as nights in 


the Siberian steppes can reach 40 
degrees below zero. Then there’s 
the unrelenting thirst of the Gobi 
Desert. 

Not all the escapees will reach 
their destination. (That’s no spoiler; 
an opening caption says as much.) 
But in their long and difficult jour- 
ney through taiga and sand, over 
mountains and under the Great 
Wall, they all achieve a certain hero- 
ic stature. Even if they must die, as 
Janusz points out before the trek 
begins, at least they’ll die free. 

Standouts in the international 
cast include Colin Farrell as a Rus- 
sian criminal with a big knife, and 
exceptional Romanian actor Dra- 
gos Bucur as an accountant with 
a quick wit. Saoirse Ronan plays 
Irena Yelena, a Polish orphan who 
joins the trek along the way. 

Best of all is Ed Harris, playing 
a reserved American engineer, and 
not just because Weir can explore 
the weathered crags of his face as 
if they were the valleys of the Gobi

Northern Virginia is sometimes 
considered annoying, especially 
at rush hour, but it’s rarely seen 
as ominous.

With the unemployment rate stub- 
bornly dwelling around the dou- 
ble digits, the story of “The Com- 
pany Men” will no doubt hit close 
to American homes: A massive cor- 
poration responds to flagging prof- 
its and shareholder anxiety with 
layoffs. But writer-director John 
Wells uses the timely scenario to 
dive into the details with a trio of 
character studies, chronicling how 
the pressures of downsizing affect 
three men and their families. 

Much like last year’s “Up in 
the Air,” this tale smacks viewers 
with a reality that’s hard to imag- 
ine paying money to see in a the- 
ater. And yet, here we are.

This initial 
round of cuts torments Phil Wood- 
ward (Chris Cooper), who’s nearing 
retirement age and seems convinced 
he’s next to go, and infuriates Gene 
McClary (Tommy Lee Jones). 

Bobby initially seems like the 
least sympathetic of the three. He’s 
obsessed with appearances.

struction work to his brother-in- 
law (Kevin Costner), who works in 
construction. 

And yet, watching Bobby go 
through the steps — denial, anger, 
self-loathing, acceptance — feels as 
authentic as it is compelling. Affleck 
nails the role, continuing his ascent 
from near cinematic oblivion. 

James Salinger (Craig T. Nelson) is 
one of the movie’s weak spots: a cari- 
cature of an evil CEO, taking home a 
boatload of money while unloading 
employees left and right. 

Otherwise, the film feels pain- 
fully real. In other words, maybe 
it is worth spending money to see 
this reality after all.
